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Albany administrator warns 


Jarvis-Gann bill could — 
create huge city deficit 


ALBANY — Passage of 
the proposed Jarvis-Gann 
tax reduction initiative in 
June would leave the City 
of Albany with ‘a $700,000 
deficit requiring drastic 
program reductions next 
year, according to City 
Administrator William 
Haden. 

Without help from the 
state, Haden told the City 
Council Monday night, Al- 
bany would have to reduce 
the city staff to the point 
where only essential safety 
and maintenance functions 
could be performed, he 
said. 

Haden made no formal 
recommendations but 
mentioned some of the 
possible cost-cutting mea- 
sures: 

—Reduce all recrea- 
tional activities, eliminat- 
ing five employees and 
using volunteer workers at 
the senior center, pre- 
school, community center 
and other facilities. 

—Eliminate social prog- 
ress funds. 


—Purchase no new 
paupment: 
—Eliminate chamber of 


commerce contributions. 

—Eliminate paid cros- 
sing guards, using volun- 
teers. 

—Eliminate city ad- 
ministrators office and 
staff. 

—Lay off eight 
employees from parks and 
recreation, public works, 
police and fire depart- 
ments and one employee 
from animal control. 

—Eliminate all travel 
expenses. 

—Consider the possibility 
of salary and fringe benefit 
cuts for employees. 

Haden also suggested 
several methods for cut- 
ting the deficit by finding 
revenues from _ other 
sources. 

The city is less hard-hit 
than other agencies due to 
its income from the Golden 
Gate Fields admission tax 
and utility users tax. The 
impact of the initiative 
would also be reduced by 
use of a surplus fund from 
the present year license 
and permit fees.

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ABAG’‘s land control 
policies being modified 


By NORMAN COLBY 


OAKLAND — Land-use 
controls, most-feared of a 
complex mass of proposals 
for cleaning up the Bay 
Area’s environment, are 
being placed on: the back 
burner by the Association 
of Bay Area Governments. 

The controls, which 
would force future housing 
and industry developers to 
find sites only within al- 
ready built-up areas, are 
no longer an immediate 
issue as the vote draws 
near on ABAG’s proposed 
600-page environmental 
management plan. 

The Environmental 
Management Task Force 
March 7 decided to remove 
land-use controls out of the 
plan, placing them in a 


“continuing planning pro- 
cess'’’ with study and dis- 
cussion allowed, but no, de- 
cisive vote. 

The task force action 
during an all-day session 
at Hotel Claremont was 
not considered a clear vic- 
tory for opponents of land 
use controls, including 
representatives of Contra 
Costa, Marin and Solano 
Counties. 

For several weeks, Con- 
tra Costa leaders and their 
allies have been seeking 
total elimination of. the 
controls. They voted 
against the task force ac- 
tion because it allows con- 
tinued exploration of the 
controversial subject. 

The task force, however,

Protests home inspection 


ALBANY — An Albany 
woman who makes dolls as 
a hobby and sells a few of 
them each year to friends 
objects to the city’s insis- 
tence of inspecting her 
home as a condition ot a 
required home-occupation 
license. 

The city is standing fast 
on its inspection demand 
but the license fee is being 
reduced. 

The City Council Monday 
night voted 3-2 to reduce 
the annual business license 
fee from $35 to $15 for 
home occupations grossing 
less than $500 per year. 
Dissenters were Vice 
Mayor Lewis Howell and 
Councilman William Lewis 
Sr., with Howell favoring 
no fee for very small home 
businesses. 

Although Mary 
Hampton’s. business 
license fee will be reduced 
to $15, she must still pay 
another $15 for a use per- 
mit. 

She argued in her letter 
that, ‘What I do in my 
own home is my business 
and mine alone until I dis- 
turb the neighbors. Furth- 
ermore, I see the sugges- 
tion that my home be in- 
spected as an invasion of 
my puvacy and a violation 
of my civil rights.” 

However, City Adminis- 
trator William Haden told 
the council, ‘‘Mrs. 
Hampton suggests that we 
do the licensing by mail. 
This would defeat the pur- 
pose of insuring that the 

usiness receives an in- 
spection to insure its 
safety. A business does not 
have to attract the public 
or advertise to create a 
health or safety hazard.” 

To eliminate taxation for 
home occupations would 
give them an unfair com- 
petitive advantage in rela- 
tion to business in the ci- 
ty’s commercial areas, 

aden said.

Realtor Jerome Blank 
told the council the shor- 
tage of low-income housing 
in the city is the result of 
municipal policy favoring 
expensive, low-density de- 
velopment. He urged a re- 
turn to the 500 square feet 
per unit minimum size, 
while admitting that even 
then, there would be no 
low income housing, only 
middle-income units. 

“Don’t zone for the 
rich,”’ Blank urged. 

The anonymous letter 
said, ‘The city has an ob- 
Bgauicn to keep this a city 
where all kinds of citizens 
can live in peace and dig- 
nity.”

Carpooling, public transit 


minimizes traffic problems 


SAN FRANCISCO — Al- 
though the number of 
people commuting to San 
Francisco from the East 
Bay continues to increase, 
the congestion of peak 
hours has been minimized 
by carpooling, public 
transit and the traffic- 
regulating systems near 
the bridge’s toll re ac- 
cording to the California 
Department of Transporta- 
tion (Catrans). 

“The Bay Bridge and 
other areas of the State 
highway system in the Bay 
Area are pba | at 
capacity much of the time, 
especially during commute 
hours, and it is evident 
that a situation of intolera- 
ble congestion and delays 
is imminent unless the in- 
creasing numbers of com- 
muters are absorbed by 
public transit and car- 
pools, or new facilities are 
provided,” stated Caltrans 
District Director, Thomas 
R. Lammers. 

“Happily, a growing 
percentage of commuters 
are utilizing public transit 
and carpooling instead of 
driving alone to work, and 
that has been a big factor 
in holding the line on con- 
gestion on the Bay Bridge 
and its approaches,’’ 
Lammers said. 

Lammers stated that 
Caltrans has concentrated 
much effort in the past de- 
cade toward effecting 
maximum use of the 
transbay span despite 
mounting traffic volume, 
citing the highway de- 
partment’s carpooling and 
toll plaza traffic innova- 
tions as two of the result- 
ing actions taken. 

For the past two years, 
Caltrans’ San Francisco 
office has operated a free 
computerized carpool in- 
formation service that has 
helped nearly 10,000 Bay 
Area commuters get into 
carpools. The state trans- 

ortation agency calcu- 
ates that, among other 
advantages, the program: 
has saved carpool 
ticipants some $8 milli jon 
has conserved 3,600,000 
gallons of fuel and pre- 
vented 1,800 tons of pollu- 
tion from fouling the air.

Be that as it may, the 


British Dictionary of Sci- 
ence, 3rd Ed. (1964), sim- 
ply defines Celsius as “The 
same as the centigrade 
scale of temperature,”’ 
and, in defining Centigrade 
Scale, states: ‘Used in 
scientific work, and js al- 
most universal for all pur- 
pose except in the 

nglish-speaking coun- 
tries.” (sic) 

Random House states: 
“Celsius is now- the prefer- 
red term in technical use.”’ 
(Then why adapt to this 
minority!) 

Textbook publishers 
Barnes & Noble, in their 
College Chemistry Outline 
volume (1962), compare 
Centigrade, Fahrenheit, 
and Absolute scales, with 
no mention of celsius — to 
a technical readership. 

Finally, as far as this 
communication goes, the 
eminent National Geog- 
raphic Society, in a 1973 
map, showed a Fahrenheit 
to centigrade conversion, 
with no mention of celsius, 
(Take it from there!]

Gambling income must 
be reported, IRS warns 


SAN FRANCISCO — 
Northern California tax- 
payers must report all 
winnings from gambling as 
income on their tax re- 
turns, the IRS said today. 

For tax purposes, ac- 
cording to the IRS, gambl- 
ing activities includes raf- 
fles, lotteries, horse rac- 
ing, and bingo games. The 
IRS also considers 
amounts won as prizes in 
contests and awards from 
employers to be taxible in- 
come. 

Both cash and non-cash 
prizes such as household 
appliances won in bingo 
games, all-expense paid 
vacations donated by 
employers, and cars won 
in raffles, must be listed as 
income. Taxpayers should 
report the fair market 
value of non-cash items, 
plus any cash winnings, on 
the Form 1040 as ‘Other 
Income.” 

If a taxpayer loses 
money while gambling, the 
fanpayer may deduct his 
or her gambling losses on 
Schedule A or Form 1040, 
to the extent of the tax- 
payer’s winnings. For 
example, a taxpayer who
